After several months of intensive work by the proof readers and editors, the 
manuscript of the Union List was sent to Edwards' Brothers at Ann Arbor, 
Michigan for photo-offset printing in September. It is expected that the 
finished volume will have about 275 pages and will be ready some time in 
December. Special mention should be made of the painstaking work on the 
editing of the list by Mabel Fraser, Margaret Titcomb, Claire Murdoch, 
Charlotta Hoskins and John McClurken. In order to expedite the work, the 
services of a paid typist for 150 hours work were obtained, and supplementary 
typing was done by the secretarial departments of the Hawaiian Sugar Planters 
Association, the Hawaiian Pineapple Company, Ltd., the Bishop Museum and 

the Legislative Reference Bureau, 


One hundred sixty-two advance orders have been received for the list, and a 
total of $1300.00 has been contributed to cover the cost of printing by the 
McInerny Foundation, the Bishop Museum, the Hawaiian Sugar Planters Associ- 
ation and the Pineapple Research Institute.

Miss MILLICENT KENNEDY, a delegate to the Pan-Pacific Women's Conference held 
in Honolulu in July, brought with her official greetings to the Hawaii Library 
Association from the New Zealand Library Association and its president, Mr. 
Clifford W. Collins, Librarian of Canterbury College. We, in turn, sent our 





aloha and greetings to our New Zealand colleagues through their representative. 


Miss Kennedy, head of teacher training at Christchurch College of Canterbury 
University, is a library enthusiast as well as an education expert and was 
eager to learn about libraries in Hawaii and to bring back information from 
our field. . 


Within the last three years the first library school in New Zealand has been 
established, Its first director, Miss Mary Parsons, is an American formerly 
with the U.S. Information Service. The school is limited to 30 graduate 
students who receive a salary known as "allowance for student in training." 
Miss Kennedy explained that, in New Zealand, any student who passes university 
entrance examinations may proceed to the university and receive free tuition 
to the extent of 20 pounds per annun, 


The National Library of New Zealand, a department of the Ministry of Education, 
has developed from country library service comparable to our extension service. 
At present it is headed by Mr. Geoffrey, Alley, a man of great vision and ac- 
complishment, in Miss Kennedy's estimation. He is a leader in the movement 

to educate New Zealanders in the importance of the library profession and 
training for its service. 


The New Zealand Library Assoication is composed of members from corporate 
bodies (corresponding to our Boards of Trustees), libraries and individual 
members. An annual conference is held, drawing together delegates from all 
sections of the Dominion. Local branches of the Association meet five or 
six times during the year with planned programs on various phases of library 
work ° 


Compared with American libraries in equipment and trained personnel, New 

Zealand libraries have a long way to go, Miss Kennedy said. But they accomplish 
their objectives in general and the librarians and educators are working to- 
gether to advance their status and their importance in the life of the 

people of New Zealand.
